THE HIGH PHIUE OF BEEF. 


The present unusually high prices of 


beef have led mauy of those who have 
been compelled to pay them to inquire 
into the causfi of the marked advance. 
Persons in Chicago who profess to under- 
stand the matter attribute the present 
condition of the mai-ket to several causes. 
among which are tho following:—The 
winter of 1880-1 was one of such unusual 
severity that 15 per eeut. of the cattle 
on the plains perished 
from 
exposure. 


These were largely animals that would 
have reached the market last year. 
The 


immigration to the new territories has 
been very large, causing tut unusual de- 
mand for cuttle to stock new runci^ '!"<! 
farms. 
The scarcity of corn in many 


sectionsand its high price everywhere have 
prevented the feeding of cattle for the 
nmrket. 
Such cattle will not reach the 


market until they have time to fatten on 
grass, -when there will he a decline in 
prices. 
Fur thorn tore the demand for ex- 


port is very great. Until the past few 
weeks the weekly receipts of cattle at 
Chicago were larger 
this year than in
